FIRE REPORT Officers Get 


Moonshine Still 


The Elba Fire Department 
reports no fires for the per- 
iod of July 10 through 17. 


Coffee County Sheriff Ralph 
Sparks, Deputy Neil Grantham, 
ABC Agents Freeand Shaw, and 
two Federal agents last Sunday 
broke up a portable whiskey 
still, which had been in opera- 
tion only two or three months. 

The still was located in the 
Antioch Church Community, in 
Northeast Coffee County, two 
miles off the main road. 

The still contained 9 barrels 
of mash, and the officers re- 
covered 20 gallons of the liquor. 
They said the still was produc- 
ing 50 gallons per week. A 1956 
Chevrolet was also confiscated. 

L. J. Harris, a colored male 
from Glenwood; and Carlton Lee 
Qualls, a white male fromGo- 
shen, were apprehended at the 
still. They were taken to the 
Coffee County Jail in Elba, and 
later transferred to Dothan by 
Federal authorities. 

This is the third still break- 
up in a five-mile area since 
Grantham has been a Deputy Sh- 
eriff. His department had re- 
ceived a tip about six months 
ago, and had the still under sur- 
veillance about two weeks. They 
said the operators did not run 
it regularly, but apparently only 
on week-ends.

This is not an intention to 
become involved with the many 
letters I have read by Mr. Har 
old R, Crook (or someone) con 
cerning his continual contro- 
versy with the Elba School Sys- 
tem and the School Board per 
se. I feel everyone has a right 
to their own gripe and expres- 
sion of their feelings 

With the above in mind, I 
feel that there are two sides 
or feelings to any situation and 
I would like to express some 
of mine 

First of all, I personally 
think we have a very fine sch- 


ool system and my hat is off 
to teachers, principals, Supt 
and the School Board Has 


the public realized that we have 
had two Phi Beta Kappas come 
out of our school system and 
numerous honor students, not 
to mention the number of stu- 
dents that have become finalist 
and semi-finalsts inthe Nation- 
al Merit Scholarship program 
These people began their edu- 
cation in most instances in the 
elementary school and contin- 
ued through high school 

Secondly, I think our school 
plants are most adequate. Of 
course they are not up to mo- 
dern standards in structure but 
I haven't seen a mass appro- 
ach of citizens trying to raise 
their taxes to provide for them 
either 

Now for the Supt. and Sch- 

oo] Board. Never have I ever 
approached Mr. Taylor with 
any request for information or 
‘assistance have I been treat- 
ed with only politiness and co- 
operation. How many realize 
how much the pay is for each 
school board member? To 
refresh the memory, nothing. 
It is a group of people doing 
their civic duty with very lit- 
tle thanks. We are quick to 
critize but slow in rewarding 
good deeds. 

Lastly, what’s wrong with 
providing the City Supt. with 
a nice office. Each of us that 
work in an office or plant try 
to ‘improve our surroundings. 
Spending money for capital im- 
provements is what makes ou! 
economy grow. I for one say, 
remodel the old home econo- 
mics building and provide for 
these nice and adequate sur- 
roundings. I don’t know of any- 
one yet that can do satisfat- 
tory work when their surround- 
ings are inadequate.

CONGRESSMAN BILL DICKINSON 


Why is the United States, the 
greatest nation in the world, 
having economic problems? 
What can be done to solve these 
problems? Everyone, of course 
has his or her own answers to 
these questions, but I think a 
few facts should shed some 
needed light on the situation. 

As recently as 1940, our nat- 
ional debt was $43 billion. To- 
day it is over $455 billion, 
more than a tenfold increase 
in just over three decades. The 
interest alone on this debt is 
nearly $25 billion a year. Re- 
gardless of how we spent it, 
the fact remains that we spent 
nearly haif a trillion doliars 
more than we took in during 
this period. 

No wonder we spent so much- 
it has always been popular to 
advocate government spending. 
Since public money doesn’t be- 
long to anyone, there is always 
the temptation to bestow it on 
someone. The fact is, we can- 
not continue these same “poli- 
tical economics.” We can no 
longer afford to embark on mas- 
Sive fiscal fantasies, broad- 
Scale programs with small- 
scale planning. 

In addition, Government is 
our single biggest business. In- 


come trom Government pro- 
vides nearly one dollar out of 
five of our national earnings 
and has a most direct effect on 
Our economy, Over-spending 
has created today’s inflationary 
binge. Money spent tends to 
pyramid debt in our complex 
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economy. The more we spend, 
the more down-payments are 
made and the more the money 
supply increases. 

There is no doubt that we are 
living high on the credit card. 
Public and private debt total- 
ed $2.25 trillion at the end of 
1972, with 53 percent owed by 
business, 25 percent by Fed- 
eral, State and local govern- 
ments and 22 percent by indi- 
viduals. Thus, we havea moun- 
tain of obligation hanging over 
our economy. 

In the past, the solution to 
monetary woes was to tax. Just 
slap on a tax to lessen buying 
power, raise more revenue and 
set things straight. Unfortuna- 
tely, this has not worked and 
the American people have made 
it clear they will no longer stand 
for this simple “solution.” 

If we are to solve our mone- 
tary problems, Americans must 
wake up and realize that Goy- 
ernment is not some kind of 
benevolent, kindly old gent with 
a bulging purse, and that the 
same economic laws that apply 
to you and me also apply to Goy- 
ernment. From nowon we must 
begin to get a dollar’s worth of 
government for a dollar spent 
and cure the insatiable appetite 
of Big Government for more dol- 
lars andtaxes. Will Rogers once 
Said that it is perhaps fortunate 
that we do not getall the govern- 
ment we pay for. Maybe so, but 
then let’s not pay for more than 
we really get.

Coffee County farmers who 
have certified compliance with 
1973 Farm Program require- 
ments are reminded to continue 
to carry out their commitment 
for the remainder of the year. 

Mr. Rollan Day, Chairman of 
the Agricultural Stabilization 
and Conservation County Com- 
mittee,says that 1073 farmers in 
Coffee County had certified 
compliance with this year’s 
farm program by the July 2 
deadline, Certification amounts 
to a pledge by the farmer as to 
his program acreage, his acre- 
age set-aside from production, 
if any, and that he has complied 
with all program provisions, 
Chairman Day said. 

Chairman Day pointed out that 
following certification, certain 
farms are picked at random fora 
spot check of program acreages.

Learning To Sew 


Can Be Economical 


Sewing can be a very imp- 
ortant, interesting and econ- 
omical hobby, but it is essen- 
tial that one learns the basic 
fundamentals of sewing before 
one attempts to construct a 
garment. 

Learning to control the speed 
of the sewing machine is one 
of the most important, yet can 
be the simplest steps in oper- 
ating a sewing machine. Sit 
directly in front of the machine 
with both hands flat on the ta- 
ble. Press your foot or knee 
against the controller and the 
machine will run. Press ligh- 
tly to make the machine run 
slowly. Press harder and the 
machine will run faster. Keep 
an even rhythm. Stop pressing 
the controller and the machine 
will stop. 

Probable the most important 
step in learning to sew is lear- 
ning to guide the fabric under 
the presser foot amd against a 
seam guide, in that it insures 
the proper seam width, which 
in turn causes the garment to 
fit correctly. 

There are certain rules that 
should be followed in placing 
the fabric under the presser 
foot and against the seam guide. 
The rules to be followed are 
listed below: 

(1) Raise the presser foot 
and the needle.

CHILD DEVELOPMENT 

A child will often tell a lie 
because of fear of punishment 

out of a search for appr- 
oval. ‘But there are times 
when a child’s lie comes from 
good intentions. A -child may 
lie to help another person with- 
out expecting any reward for 
himself. 

A study of 9~to 12 year 
old boys revealed some facts 
about their willingness to help 
one another through telling lies. 

The younger boys were not as 
willing to help a friend avoid 
punishment by lying, even if 
the friend had done them a 
favor earlier. 

But older boys were more li- 
kely to lie than to tell the tru- 
th if a lie would help someone 
who had previously helped them. 

In cases where the older boy 
had earlier refused to help, 
the age of the boys made no 
difference.

COOLER HOMES 
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During the hot summer mon- ~ 
ths, owners of air-conditioned 
homes find their electric bills 
rising. To keep the heat out 
of your house and cut your el- 
ectric bills, here are some sug- 
gestions. 

Windows are often a barrier 
to keeping the house cool in 
the summer. Depending on 
where the window is located 
15 to 35 percent more energy 
is needed to cool a room with 
uncovered windows. The imp- 
ortant thing is to keep the 
curtains drawn or shades down 
during the hot part of the day. 

More heat comes through lar- 
ger windows. So, if you can’t 
keep all the windows in the 
house covered, cover large pic- 
ture windows and sliding doors, 

The most effective way to re- 
duce solar heat gain is by us- 
ing awnings, overhands, side 
fins, louvered sun screens and 
these outside shading devices 
reduce solar heat gain by as 
much as 80 per cent 
ANNUAL FLOWERS 

It is easy to become careless 
with maintenance of annual fl- 
ower beds during the hot days 
of July. To keep the plants 
blooming with pretty colorful 
flowers, keep the faded blooms 
out. Don’t drop the old blooms 
into the bed. They detract 
from the beauty of the bed 
and also serve as an ideal 
place for a build up of di- 
seases and insects. 

Check the soil for moisture 
and water before the plants 
begin to wilt. Water is nec- 
essary to keep the plants tur- 
gid and healthy. 

If the plants take an unthri- 
fty appearance, you may add 
an application of complete fer- 
tilizer such as 8-8-8 at the rate 
of 1 to 2 pounds per square 
feet. 

You should have pretty 
blooms for your annual flowers 
until the first frost in the fall 
by following a good maintenance 
program. , 
BACON SHOPPING: ° 

Bacon can easily be added 
to meat dishes, salads or cas- 
seroles to give a zesty taste 
to ‘your meals. But shopping 
for bacon isn’t easy because 
tha many names and prices 
of bacon can be quite confusing. 


There are two major types 
of bacon -- slab and sliced. 
Slab bacon is the whole side of 
bacon with or without the rind. 
It’s usually in one piece not 
sliced. Slab bacon is usually 
lower in price than sliced bacon 
and will normally keep longer. 

The majority of consumers 
use sliced bacon which comes 
in three types -- thick, regu- 
lar and pieces. Regular sliced 
is the most popular of all the 
bacons, but it is also the most 
confusing to buy. Each company 
usually carries several grades 
of regular sliced bacon and set 
up its own grade standards. 
The higher price per pound, 
usually the higher the grade of 
bacon,

Do you know how much of 
each dollar you spend on 
farm-produced food at the 
store goes to the farmer? Ac- 
cording toa U.S. Department 
of Agriculture bulletin, the 


farmer received an average, 


of 40-cents out of each dollar 
in 1972. Of course, he re- 
ceived less for some products 
and more for others: for ex- 
ample, 11 cents on canned 
corn, but 64 cents on choice 
beef, 

Farm prices fluctuate 
widely because of forces 
largely beyond the farmer’s 
control. Weather, yields, 
pests, total planting, feed 
supplies, and foreign trade 
‘all have a substantial impact 
on prices. For instance, broil- 
ers were up seven per cent in 
1969 but then fell 11 per cent 
in 1970. Eggs were up 18 per 
cent in 1969 but down 17 per 
cent in 1971. Hog prices rose 
20 per cent in 1969, another 
two per cent in 1970, and 
then dropped 21 per cent in 
1971. 

Produce items also have 
sharp ups and downs. Typical 
is the price of iceberg lettuce 
which dropped from $5 a car- 
ton on January 12, 1973 to 
$2.50 on January 18—a 50 per 
cent drop in just one week, 

Meanwhile, changes in 
farm prices show up in the 
supermarket slowly and not 
always in the same direction.

NUTRITION A LA CARTE 


e Here are some kitchen tips. 
Leftovers (except bread and simi- 
lar baked goods) should be re- 
frigerated promptly, covered, and 
used as soon as possible. Keep 
fresh milk covered and in the 
colder part of your refrigerator. 
Put cottage cheese or cheese 
spreads in covered containers, 

* High temperatures call for 
cooler foods - not just for mother 
to cut down cooking. You need 
just as many calories to maintain 
body temperature so don’t reduce 
fats in your diets. You can get 
your needed fat from cream on 
berries, ice cream, cool salad 
dressings and skip the hot fried 
foods and rich gravies. 

e Research has demonstrated 
that the best diet for physical 
performance contains approxi- 
mately 15% of the calories from 
protein, 40% from fat, and 45% 
from carbohydrate, Since these 
proportions are what the average 
American eats every day, this 
proves the athlete doesn’t need 
special dietary supplements, just 
regular wholesome meals. 

e Children needs as much or 
more food during the summer 
than in colder months. They also 
need adequate rest and fluids to 
drink, Additional energy and 
fluid help keep their bodies at 
proper temperatures during ac-

If your child 
loses weight during the summer, 
it may be caused by a lack of 
sufficient rest, food, or fluids. 

* People used to worry about 
iced drinks in summer, But doc- 
tors know. that iced drinks do no 
harm if they are not taken too 
fast. When it comes to food in 
warm weather, our eating should 
be a pleasure, not a chore. For 
protein, there are cold meats, 
poultry, and hard-cooked eggs — 
as well as cool milk, cheese and 
ice cream, 

* Many bakeries do not offer 
custard or cream-filled goods dur- 
ing hot weather, because of the 
danger of spoilage or infection. 
When such foods are purchased 
or prepared at home, they should 
be kept cool. If taken on a picnic, 
they should be frozen. Mayon- 
naise or similar dressing also are 
susceptible to summer spoilage 
unless consistently cooled. 

e Butter is one of the great deli- 
cacies. There are many references 
to butter in the Bible, Hindus re- 
corded their fondness for butter 
more than 3,500 years ago, Butter 
is a rich source of vitamin A. It 
also contains vitamins D and E 
and other nutrients. The energy 
value of butter is 33 calories per 
teaspoon, less than that of cook- 
ing and salad oils.

With ecology in mind, a state 
legislature banned the sale of 
alligator skins within the borders 
of the state.

Cost Of Living Rises 


INDUSTRY NEWS 

The cost of everything we buy 
is higher than it was 5, 10 and 
20 years ago. Because food 
purchases are a cost item paid 
several times a week, increases 
are highly visible. The truth 
is, food costs have increased 
less than almost anything else 
purchased by the American 
family. 

In the last 10 years, the cost 
of food has ‘increased 30%, or 
an average of 3% per year. 
As the facts from the Bureau 
of Labor Statistics indicate, 
clothing has increased at about 
the same rate as food. Auto 
repairs have increased about 
50% faster than food, as have 
home furnishings maintenance 
and repairs. Auto insurance 
rates are up 81%. And though 
doctor's bills were up 64% dur- 
ing the decade, hospital room 
charges are up 165%. 

“ry to point out that food 
a. 4 beef prices fluctuate. The 
high prices the consumer paid 
for agricultural commodities 
in one season are likely to be 
lower the next as production 
builds up -- and the reverse 
is also true, 

Toss out this statistic: Be- 
tween 1952 and 1972 wholesale 
prices for industrial commo- 
dities increased 10 of the 20 
years for a total of 40%.

all -- cosmetics, records, 
hardware, drugs and sundries, 
cigarettes, beer clothing, mag- 
azines and cooking utensils. 

And now, many Americans 
buy large amounts of built in 
maid service with the remain- 
ing 72% of their food dollar. 
Prepared foods are convenient 
and have most of the kitchen 
work already done. This saves 
work at home but it does cost 
money. The cost of this built 
in service actually has gone 
up more than the cost of the 
ingredients in the prepared con- 
venience foods. — | 

Here’s an example.-- A tur- 
key dinner ready to go in the 
oven costs an average of 57¢ 
at the grocery store. USDA 
estimates that the same serv- 
ing of turkey dinner prepared 
at home would cost 34¢. So, 
it looks like homemakers are 
wishing to pay about 50% more 
for the added convenience.

Sandbags And 
Sustained 


Breathing 


Breathing with a sandbag on 
your stomach may be uncom- 
fortable. But some emphysema 
patients learn to breathe deeply 
this way. 

In an experimental project 
at the. Alabama TB and RD 
Association Rehabilitation cen- 
ter, new techniques are being 
tried to help people with this 
respiratory disease. Lying on 
the floor with a 15 pound sand- 
bag across the abdominal area 
focusses attention on the up and 
down movement of the dia- 
phragm. Patients also use a 
treadmill to practice deep br- 
eathing in an upright position. 

Diaphragmatic breathing is of 
critical importance to the em- 
physema patients because it 
permits a more complete ch- 
ange of air in the lungs. 

Patients are told to inhale 
and imagine they are filling a 
balloon with air. They are 
instructed to concentrate on 
pushing out their navel with 
each inhalation! when exhaling, 
to think of touching their navel 
to their backbone. They are told 
giving and should become part 
of their lives. 

Patients are asked to practice 
deep breathing once every hour 
every day until the process be- 
comes automatic. 

Results so far show that not 
all emphysema patients, espec- 
ially those with advanced emp- 
hysema, benefit from the tech- 
niques, But many patients have 
shown an increased ability to 
breathe more comfortably.

Higher Benefits 


For Veterans 


Higher benefits are in the 
offing for 191,400 veterans who 
incurred service connected dis- 
abilities during peacetime mil- 
itary service. 

Administrator of Veterans 
Affairs Donald E. Johnson said 
August checks will reflect the 
increases brought about by leg- 
islation that equalized compen- 
sation rates for peacetime and 
wartime disabilities. 

Before the law was enacted, 
peacetime veterans were paid 
80 percent of rates allowed 
wartime veterans.

Some veterans with 
certain severe disabilities re- 
ceive additional payments which 
run as high as $1,232 monthly, 
plus allowances for dependents 
of veterans rated 50 percent 
or more disabled.

Water Improvement 


The Alabama Water Impro- 
vement Commission will hold 
a public hearing July 16 in Mont- 
gomery on regulations proposed 
by the Attorney General of Ala- 
bama to control the practice of 
“clear-cutting” by the lumber 
industry in the state. 

Clear-cutting is defined by 
the attorney general as mean- 
ing “the practice of removing 
and substantially all standing 
vegetation from an area pre- 
paratory to planting pine seed- 
lings or broadcasting pine 
seed,” 

The proposed regulations 
would prohibit clear-cutting wi- 
thin 50 years of any stream in 
the state, and the dumping or 
disposal oftree-tops, branches, 
thin 50 yards of any stream in 
stumps, undergrowth, or other 
refuse resulting from clear- 
cutting, into any stream. 

The hearing will begin at 
9 a.m. in Room 200, State Of- 
fice Building. Information re- 
garding the proposed regula- 
tions is available at the offices 
of AWIC, 749 State Office Build- 
ing. Written comments on the 
hearing subject will be consid- 
ered if received by the com- 
mission on or before July 20. 
Persons wishing to make oral 
statements may notify the com- 
mission in advance or register 
at the hearing.

Turtles 
Can Cause 


Fatal Disease 


Numerous cases ofturtleas- 
sociated salmonellosis have 
been reported from all parts of 
the country since the first U. § 
Of the 2 million annual cases 
of salmonellosis, approxim- 
ately 14 percent (280,000) are 
turtle associated. Numbered 
in the majority of cases are 
children under six years of age 
The disease in young children 
may be severe, even fatal. 

More than 13 million turtles 

are produced and sold annually 
in the U. §S. and another 2 
million are imported. The ma- 
jority of the domestic turtles 
come from breeding farms in 
Arkansas, Florida, Louisiana 
and Mississippi. Contamination 
of the turtles with Salmonellae 
begins at breeding farms. 
Once infected, turtles become 
long range carriers, often li- 
felong, and thus continues 
threats to human health. 

In Alabama, most reported 
cases of salmonelosis occur 
during June - September, ac- 
cording to the Alabama State 
Department of Public Health. 

Pet turtles are usually pur- 
chased at pet shops, variety 
stores are department stores. 
They represent a real health 
hazard to children, far exceed- 
ing most other common house- 
hold pets. There are no pre- 
sently feasible methods of ren- 
dering turtles salmonellosis 
free. 

Alabama has no program for 
inspection of incoming  ship- 
ments nor are there existing 
laws regulating the sales of 
turtles. 

The Alabama department of 
Public Health warned of another 
hazard -- wildlife rabies is 
endemic in the United States, 
especially in skunks, foxes and 
racoons. Many Alabamians will 
engage in activities this sum- 
mer that may bring them into 
contact with wild animals that 
even if very young, are poten-

COURTHOUSE CHOSEN FOR HISTORICAL REGISTER 


The Coffee County Courthouse 
in Elba has been selected for en- 
trance in the National Register 
of Historical Locations, accor- 
ding to the Alabama Historical 
Commission. 

Elba has been the county seat 
of Coffee County since 1852. It 
was founded about 1840 as Brid- 
geville, but was changed in 1850 
to Bentonville, in honor of Sena- 
tor Tijomas Hart Benton of Mis- 
souri, who served in Alabama 


in 1818-1814 during the Creek 
War. In December 1851 the 
name was again changed; andthe 
name “Elba” was drawn from a 
hat during a town mass meeting. 

The first Elba courthouse, a 
two-story white frame building 
completed in 1853, was burned 
by “Ward’s Raiders”, a band of 
Confederate deserters, bushwh- 
ackers and Tories, in 1863. In 
1867 a replacement was built, 
and in 1881 that building was 


sold and moved, and the first 
brick courthouse was completed 
in 1882. That building was then 
later enlarged, but proved in- 
adequate, so the present court- 
house was built in 1903. 

In the same year the legis- 
lature passed a law, later de- 
clared unconstitutional, estab- 
lishing a branch courthouse in 
Enterprise. In 1907 another act 
was passed that made provisions 
for a separate judicial district

centered in Enterprise and pro- 
vided for branches ofall princi- 
pal county offices to be located 
there. Thethird and present En- 
terprise courthouse was builtin 
1924. 

The Elba courthouse is atwo- 
story brick Romanesque struc- 
ture with Richardsonian influen- 
ces. It has twin turrets, anda 
square clock tower rising be- 
tween them, above the front en- 
trance and balcony.
